MAJOR regeneration was officially 
started on Thursday when a 
ground-breaking ceremony was 
held to launch the beginning of the 
Heart of East Greenwich scheme. 

The development on the former district 
hospital site will bring 645 new homes, a 
library, and health and leisure centres. 
Developers Hadley Mace are working 
with the Royal Borough of Greenwich, 
the Homes and Communities Agency 
and the Primary Care Trust, and 
construction work is due to start by the 
end of this month. 

There will also be two swimming 
pools, a public square, doctors’ 
surgeries, a creche, shops and cafes, an 
East Greenwich library and a flexible 
workspace to support local creative 
industries. The homes will include 
flats, maisonettes and houses, for sale 
and rent, including homes for first-time 
buyers. 

The aim is to provide a range of homes 
that help to create a diverse community 
by catering for people at every stage 
of their lives. The first phase of homes 
and community facilities are due to be 
ready by the end of next year, and the 
entire development is expected to be 
completed in 2016. 

Thursday’s ceremony was launched 
by the royal borough’s leader, Cllr 
Chris Roberts. He said: “We are at last 
going to see work starting on this site.

• THE royal borough has 
been in dialogue with 
private sector partners 
on the lighting at Crown 
Woods College since the new 
school opened in April. The 
situation has been reviewed 
and operators have confirmed 
that the lighting settings have 
now been re-set to the original 
position. This means that if 
they are not stimulated they 
go out after a short period. 
The outside lights were 


being repeatedly triggered 
by leaves, birds/bats and 
so the sensitivity has been 
reduced, but still operating to 
levels required for life safety 
systems. The external lights 
in the colonnades will be 
fitted with shrouds and these 
are on order. The blue lights 
seen in the building overnight 
are assumed to be computer 
screens and this will be raised 
with the school as part of 
our energy management 
discussions. It’s hoped that 
these steps will resolve the 
issue, but the council will 
continue to monitor the 
situation. Ed

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Dispersal 
zone is 
renewed 


THE dispersal zone covering 
Woolwich Town Centre has 
been renewed for a further 
six months. 

It allows local police to 
continue to tackle anti-social 
behaviour and has already 
assisted in a 13% reduction 
in crime. 

The order to create 
a dispersal zone was 
introduced in September 
2010, to help police officers 
and PCSOs tackle anti- 
social behaviour and 
nuisance caused by groups 
congregating in the town 
centre, or nearby Connaught 
Estate. 

Under the order, officers are 
able to move those involved 
in ASB away from the 
location and prevent them 
from returning within a 
stipulated period of time. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
the cabinet member for 
community safety in the 
borough, agreed the Police 
request for a renewal and 
said: “The introduction of 
the dispersal zone has been 
an effective police tool in 
dealing with anti-social 
behaviour and has assisted 
in ensuring that crime levels 
continue to drop.” 


Duchess opens Woolwich 
home for the King’s Troop

THE Duchess of Cornwall was in 
Woolwich last Tuesday (March 13) to 
officially open the new home of the 
King’s Troop Royal Horse Artillery. 

The Duchess said: “I am so impressed 
with how it has all worked out.” 

She also unveiled a plaque to 
commemorate the change of the name 
from Napier Lines to King George 
VI Lines. 

The regiment had a ■ 
ceremonial welcome to 
Woolwich last month * 
when it relocated from 
its old barracks in St 
John’s Wood after 
more than 200 years. 

Its new state-of-the- 
art facilities cost £16 
million and houses 
120 horses and 150 
soldiers. 

The Duchess toured 
the forge, the veterinary 
centre and stables, and 
viewed a demonstration 
of 12 horses exercising the 
gun carriages, which carry 13 
pounders first used in the 1914-18 world 
war. 

The carriages are used to fire the guns 
during the Queen’s birthday parade, State 
Visits and Remembrance Sunday. 

She visited the officers’ mess at the start 
of the visit, and boarded a horse-drawn 
open-top carriage. She then arrived at the 
main barracks in the carriage with four 
outriders. During her tour of the stables 
the Duchess produced Polo mints to feed 


the horses, including nine-year-old mare 
Cognac. 

Gunner Nikopaul Powell, 31, who used to 
be a backing dancer on the show X Factor, 
met the Duchess in the tack room and said: 
“She’s a lovely lady, really easy to speak to. 
I joined the King’s Troop because I really 
love the show side of the horses, putting 
on a real performance and delighting the 
crowds. I normally ride the horses behind 
the guns and get the kit ready.” 

The Duchess also presented 
Afghanistan service medals 
t, to four soldiers from the 
k King’s Troop who had 
just returned from 
frontline duties. 

Commanding 
officer major Mark 
1 Edward, presented 
1 the Duchess with a 
specially engraved 
and polished 

13-pound gun shell 
which had been used 
to fire the royal salute 
to mark the start of 
the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee on February 6. He 
said: “The new barracks offer 
the most up-to-date facilities 
available to horses and soldiers, while 
also offering improvements to the horses’ 
welfare with a larger and better-equipped 
forge and veterinary clinic, and a wide 
range of riding services to school both 
horses and soldiers. 

“It was a real honour to welcome Her 
Royal Highness here today and for her to 
see the King’s Troop in their tremendous 
new home here in Woolwich, the spiritual 
home of the Royal Artillery.”

Pitch perfect 


Artificial grass court set to be heart of 
new sports hub for young people

STUDENTS from Corelli College 
were the first to test out a £500,000 
artificial grass pitch at the Sammy 
Montagu Youth Centre in Kidbrooke. 

Guests and supporters were treated to 
displays of hockey and football by 30 
students at the official opening of the 
pitch last Thursday (March 15). 

It was launched with a ribbon-cutting 
ceremony by Charlton Athletic manager 
Chris Powell. Also on hand were the 
Mayor of Royal Greenwich, Cllr Jim 
Gillman, deputy leader Cllr Peter Brooks, 
Cllr John Fahy, the cabinet member for 
culture and the Olympics, Eltham MP 
Clive Efford, and Kate Hoey MP, who 
is chair of London’s Community Sports 
Board. 

The new facility is a huge boost for the 
club and it’s hoped it will encourage more 
young people to go along and use it to 
play a new range of sports. 

The pitch is the latest move in the royal 
borough’s much admired Playground to 
Podium initiative. Exciting new facilities 
are being provided in parks and open 
spaces as a result of funding totalling £4.8 
million. 

These are designed to provide a lasting 
Olympic legacy long after the 2012 Games 
are over to help keep people of all ages fit 
and active. Royal Greenwich contributed 
£100,000 towards the cost of the Samuel

Montagu pitch. Youth Centre director 
Megan Pakham said: “The aim is to use 
the pitch to bring hockey for men, women 
and young people into the royal borough. 
It also means we will be able to offer 
Easy Cricket. It’s really exciting because 
we have been though a lean period, and 
the artificial grass pitch will widen our 
appeal and help make the centre more 
sustainable. 

“We have 500 members, and the artificial 
pitch is already bringing in new ones, and 
attracted old ones back. It’s created a 
lot of interest. To have a youth club on 
a 12-acre site is pretty unusual and the 




pitch will help 
us with our ambition 
to become a youth and community 
sports hub. Young people can come here 
and get a bit of a leg up, trying out one 
sport then moving to others. We also 
have youth staff who provide a listening 
ear and give young people support when 
they need it.” 

The centre was opened in the mid- 
1960s, and also offers boxing, cycling, 
trampolining and table tennis. 

Other contributions for the artificial 
grass pitch were £150,000 from the London 
Marathon Trust, and £137,000 from the 
Mayor of London’s Legacy Fund. Young 
people at the centre started the ball 
rolling with an application to the Youth 
Capital Fund, which is administered by 
local authorities and produced £38,000. 
The Charlton Athletic Community Trust 
gave £30,000, and the Samuel Montagu 
Centre’s own trust gave £50,000. 

Clive Efford MP described the new grass 
pitch as a wonderful facility, and thanked 
Royal Greenwich for their support. Cllr 
Fahy said: “When national newspapers 
make criticisms about the Olympics, 
they don’t talk about the legacy they will 
leave. The royal borough has done an 
enormous amount of work to ensure we 
have that legacy.”

I’m 
hoping even though it’s temporary 
contracts that it will lead into 
something permanent. I’ve previously 
worked in the plumbing industry so 
have that experience that I’m hoping I 
can pass on.” 

Previously in building and project 
management, John Irwin, 55 from 
Plumstead was also looking for new 


career prospects. He said: "I’ve been 
in construction for over 30 years, but 
these last few years of the recession 
has caused a lot of downsizing for 
companies which puts people like 
myself in a difficult position. I’m 
hoping today I will find a job in waste 
management or maintenance as it’s 
something I’ve got lots of experience 
with and what I’m passionate about.” 
Marcia Lee, 50 from Greenwich 
was coming to the end of a catering 
contract. She said: "I’m happy to 
be here today and get whatever is 
available. As my contract is ending I 
need something quickly and I’m glad to 
get involved in this because it’s to do 
with the Olympics. It will put Greenwich 
on the map and local people will 
benefit from it.” 

College boy Ronnie Clark, 17 was after 
his first job. He said: "I’ve just finished

my painting and decorating course at 
college and now want to expand my 
experience. I’m really interested in 
becoming a parking warden - I think 
I’ve got the skills and right attitude 
to do it. I’m happy to be a part of the 
journey of the Olympics coming to 
Greenwich and will remember it for 
years to come.” 

Mum Sarah Smith, 28 from Woolwich 
said: " I found out about today from 
Greenwich Time and I’m interested 
in doing something in street cleaning 
or caretaking. I’ve done this before 
through GLLab for a year so I’m 
confident they’ll come through for 
me again as I had a great time last 
time doing street cleaning. The 
Olympics will be good for providing 
jobs and opportunities for everyone.”

It’s a particularly important project 
for the council because of the 
significant number of affordable 
homes, which are much needed. 
It will also give people the third 
council contact centre in the royal 
borough, with the new Greenwich 
Centre joining the Eltham and 
Woolwich Centres. 

“The royal borough has worked 
hard with our partners to keep this 
scheme moving forward in spite 
of the economic downturn and we 
are delighted to be working with 
Hadley Mace and our other partners 
as work now commences. The site is 
in an area which - like many other 
locations in the royal borough, is 
seeing huge change and big growth - 
for example just up the road we will 
also shortly see work starting on 
London’s first cruise liner terminal. 
All of this adds to the rejuvenation 
of this part of Greenwich and 
this development moving forward 
is another reason for hope and 
optimism in this landmark year 
for the borough, which has seen us 
honoured with royal status and will 
also see us play host to Olympic and 
Paralympic events in the summer.” 

JCB driver Paddy Greene from 
New Eltham works for O’Keefe 
Construction and will be clearing 
the site ready for work to begin. 
Paddy said: “I’ll be operating the 
plant to tidy the place up - and I’ve 
been driving a JCB for 40 years.” 

The development, at the corner 
of Woolwich Road and Vanbrugh 
Hill, used to be the site of the old 
Greenwich District Hospital, which 
was demolished in 2006.

THOUSANDS of cheering 
schoolchildren and adults 
are being invited to line the 
route when the Olympic 
torch - the historic symbol 
of the London 2012 Games - 
arrives in the royal borough. 

Greenwich is set to be the first 
London borough to take the flame 
in the Olympic torch relay in July. 
Just announced is the route for 
when it makes its way through 
Greenwich, Eltham and Woolwich, 
carried by torchbearers who 
were nominated for the role in 
recognition of their achievements. 

The torch will start its journey at the 
Prime Meridian Line in Greenwich 
Park on July 21 and continue through 
Greenwich town centre, along East 
Greenwich and up through Eltham 
and ending in Woolwich’s General 
Gordon Square before continuing its 
journey to Newham. The relay route 
through Royal Greenwich can be 
viewed in full at www.london2012. 
com/olympictorchrelay 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the 
royal borough, said: “I was very keen 
to ensure that we got the torch into 
all three of our major town centres 
in the short time alloted to us. I’m 
delighted that LOCOG have agreed 
to this. Royal Greenwich is proud 
to be the first London borough to 


witness the fantastic spectacle 
of the Olympic torch relay, 
and this announcement 
really brings the route to life. 

“It’s a unique chance for 
Greenwich residents to share in 
the excitement of the Olympic 
spirit as we mark the countdown 
to the 2012 Games. It will also be a 
rare opportunity to support those 
inspirational torchbearers who 
have been chosen to run with the 
Olympic Flame in the community.” 

Royal Greenwich is hosting a 
total of 34 events in nine sports 
for the London Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. Greenwich’s 
three venues: Greenwich Park - 
hosting the equestrian events and 
modern pentathlon; the North 
Greenwich Arena (The 02) with 
gymnastics and basketball, and 
the Royal Artillery Barracks at 
Woolwich, with shooting events 
and Paralympic archery. The 
venues make Greenwich the largest 
Olympic and Paralympic site 
outside the Olympic Park itself. 

Around 115 torchbearers a day 
will carry the Olympic flame during 
its 8,000 mile journey around the 
UK before it arrives at the Olympic 
Stadium on July 27 the opening 
ceremony, signifying the official 
start of the London 2012 Olympics.

This winter Royal Borough of Greenwich is providing extra services and personal support for any of our resdents who may be at rtsic during the 
cold weather. Cold homes can cause health conditions to get worse, for example in people with heart problems or breathing (respiratory) problems. 
Icy conditions outside can make falls more likely especially amongst people who may be frail or unsteady when walkng. 

Using extra funding provided by the Department of Health, the Royal Borough of Greenwich will be working with GPs. the voluntary sector, social 
workers and the companies who provide social care to identify anyone who may be vulnerable during the cold weather and make sure they get help 
if they need it. 


This help could include a visit from a care worker to make sure the person is keeping warm at home and to organise help if cold weather means 
they cannot get out to die shops, or attend an appointment at die hospital or GP, for exatnple.They can also help put people in touch the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich's Handyperson Service, or Welfare Rights Service who can make sure that people receive all of the benefits that they are 
entitled to.

THE former owner of a Woolwich takeaway 
has been prosecuted for hygiene offences. 
Mouse droppings were found in the kitchen 
at the Gold Dragon on Herbert Road when 
environmental health officers visited last 
year. 

Mr Chi Cheung Wong pleaded guilty 
to 12 food hygiene offences at Bexley 
Magistrates Court on February 27, and was 
ordered to pay £3360 as well as £2500 in 
costs. The court heard that in February 
201 1 two environmental health officers 
inspected the food outlet at 56 Herbert 
Road on a routine revisit. 

The officers discovered extensive mouse 
activity at the premises. Dropping were 
found littering shelves, on top of a fridge, 
and even amongst onions and cabbages in 
a store room. And floors and walls were 
stained black with dirt and the hand basin 
was not in regular use. 

The restaurant was immediately closed 
but was allowed to open after a thorough 
clean-up two days later. Subsequent visits 
to the takeaway the following month found 
that the premises was cleaner and that 
hygiene standard were much improved. 

The business changed hands in November 
201 1 to a new owner. 


Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the cabinet member 
for community safety and the environment, 
said: “The Royal Borough of Greenwich will 
not tolerate disregard for cleanliness in 
restaurants and takeaways and will always 
pursue prosecution for those who flaunt 
the law. We must stress here however, 
that the Gold Dragon has since passed all 
hygiene inspections carried out.”

Carol Thorn, from 
Mottingham, walked 
with her daughter 
Rachel, son-in-law Loth 
and four-year-old grand- 
daughter Sarnia, who 
raised nearly £300 from 
family, neighbours and 


friends at Deansfield 
primary school, Eltham. 

The clown leading the 
walk, not surprisingly, 
was a Lemon, Thomas 
Lemon, 19, who said: “It’s 
great to raise awareness 
of the need for a centre 
for Freddie and children 
like him.” 

His colleague in a 
banana skin, 22-year-old 
James Lockwood, said: 
“This is a great cause, I 
like helping people and 
Freddie’s a really good 
lad.”

OLYMPIC triple jumper Larry 
Achike brought the magic of the 
Games to life for pupils and students 
at three royal Greenwich schools on 
Thursday last week.

Larry went to Greenacres school where 
he also met youngsters from Montbelle 
and Middle Park primaries before going 
on to Haimo and Horn Park primaries. 

The tour of the Eltham cluster of schools 
was an event for the Eltham Cluster of 
Schools’ ‘Plan Your 2012’ project. The 
initiative gets schools involved in a 
range of activities using the values of the 
Olympic Games to inspire and motivate 
young people.

What was his main message to young 
people? “Have faith in yourself and your 
ability,” he said. “That’s the one thing I’ve 
used in my career. I was told I didn’t have 
the ability to make the team in Beijing, 
but I made the team and made the final. 
So that’s what I told the children, have 


self belief. Everyone went ‘wow’ when he 
demonstrated his triple jump. He nearly 
hit his head on the fire exit but he ducked 
just in time, ” said Kayleigh Jones from 
Year 6 at Middle Park Primary.

SHE’S the toast of the British folk scene, 
and later this week Lucy Ward plays at 
Greenwich Theatre on her UK tour. 

Lucy, 22, won two gongs at the BBC Folk 
Awards earlier in the year - including the 
best newcomer category. 

Amazingly, she never even planned to be 
a performer on the circuit. Scene caught up 
with her last week. She told us: “I never set 
out to be a folk musician, and I didn’t grow 
up with it. 

“When I was 14 I learnt three songs on a 
guitar and went down the local open mic 
night where there were a couple of people 
playing this traditional music. I love lyrics - I 
always have done, and I was hearing these 
stories in these songs, and it just grabbed 
me. My interest in folk music has grown 
really organically since then.” 

It’s easy to see why her star has risen so 
fast - the silken voice is timeless, it could 
belong in any age, right through from the 
Sixties with Sandy Denny to contemporary 
folkateer Laura Marling. 

“The BBC awards came completely out of 
the blue," she admitted. “I didn’t dare think 
it could be me that would win. It was pretty 
cool, if I’m honest!”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing. 

From now you will now be seeing some housing 
association properties advertised for higher rents, 
up to eighty percent of the market rent. These 
rents will also include the service charge that you 
will need to pay for the property. We will use the 
phrase Affordable Housing on the adverts to help 
you identify these properties.

GREENWICH girls’ cricket team 
were presented bronze medals by 
England Test star Chris Tremlett at 
the Balfour Beatty London Youth 
Games Indoor Cricket finals at Lord’s 
on Sunday, March 11. 

An excited crowd which included former 
England captain Mike Gatting also saw 
the boys team battle to fifth place. 

The girls secured at least a bronze with 
a comfortable quarter-final victory over 
Barnet, where the side chased down 75 
without losing a wicket and with four 
overs to spare. 

But they came up short in their semi- 
final, falling 42 runs short of a 105-3 total 
set by an impressive Havering outfit. 

As losing semi-finalists, Greenwich 
finished joint third with Haringey and 
were awarded bronze. 

Team manager Len Sales said: “It’s been 
a great day, we’ve all enjoyed it. It’s a very 
inexperienced team so to get as far as 
they’ve done is a real achievement. 

“We were better in the field and with 
the ball in the semi, but lost two or three 
early wickets and that was the end of the 
game.” 

The boys, meanwhile, were disappointed 
to drop out of gold medal contention after 
a valiant effort to overhaul Islington’s 108- 
5 in the quarter-final saw them fall just 
eight runs shy of the total. 

They made amends to some extent in the 
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lower classification play-off with a final 
over victory against Sutton. This time 
they successfully knocked off their target 
of 84 with four wickets left to secure joint 
fifth-place with Havering. 

Sales said: “We were missing four or five 
players, and if we had them we could have 
gone close to winning the whole thing. 

“We have a feeling of what might have 
been if all the team were available but the 
boys who played today all enjoyed it, and 
that is the main thing. This is the highest 
Greenwich boys have ever come so they 


can all be really proud of themselves.” 

Chris Tremlett, who took the final 
wicket to clinch England’s series victory 
in the last Ashes series in Australia, 
said: “It’s great to see the enthusiasm of 
everyone here. I wasn’t lucky enough to 
play here as a kid. It’s certainly a special 
experience.”
